Thomas and Thomas J. O'Donnell &-’ 
clared that Teller was the only logical 
candidate and that the only thing for 
the party to do was to elect him sena- 
tor. 

Senator Teller was greeted with ap- 
plause. He said that he net at- 
tended the meeting for the purpase of 
finding fault. He declared that he be- . 
|Heved the democratic party was para~ 
mount to the interests of any one man. 
He sald he had not withdrawn and did 
not intend to withdraw unless things 
came to such a pass that the party 
could not agree upon him. He was will- 
ing that his friends should support the 
party choice. 

Senator Teller said the senate acted 
properly in calling for the joint session 
yesterday. When the last election was 
over the democrats had a majority of 
10 on the first ballot ahd by every prece- 
dent in American politics the democrats 
were entitled to the senatorship. 

The senator criticised the republicans: 
for their action in the house. He also 
denounced the republican senators and 
held that the question to the democrats 
was whether the majesty of the law 
should be maintained. 


The meeting then adjourned and at

The belief is ex- 
pressed that President Castro's offer to 
set aside the customs as a guarantee 
may prove to be a workable basis for a 
satisfactory solution of the present diffi- 
culties.

Bills Introduced and Bills Passed by 
Tar Heels Yesterday. 
Raleigh, N. C., January 22.—(Special.)— 
Governor Aycock sent a message to the 
legislature heartily indorsing the plan of 
inviting non-resident natives to attend 
North Carolina day at Greensboro Oc- 
tober 12. Both branches adopted a reso- 

lution of indorsement unanimously. 

The senate passed a bill prohibiting 
manufacturing and sale and shipment of 
liquor in Robeson county. Bills to regu- 
late the sale of morphine-and to provide 
for remarriage of husband and wife, di- 
vorced and Hving apart for five years, 
were tabled. 

In the house there were scores of 
liquor prohibition petitions from all sec- 
tions, 

Bills were introduced providing state 
registration for trained nurses and giv- 
ing the state supervision of private as $- 
jums for the insane, idigts and _ ine- 
briates.

Most of the session was consumed in 
discussing a bill giving the corporation 
commission power to compel in its dis- 
cretion the building of union passenger 
depots in cities where two or more roads 
enter.

a question of character, ability and fit- 
ness, and of previous service, or the in- 
dorsement of the community at interest, 
shall constitute the best test. Where a 
suitable member of the party cannot be 
found, the best man obtainable will be 
chosen.” 

Mr. Edwards says that he takes this 
positive statement of the president to re- 
ter chiefly to communities where local 
officials are to be appointed and not to 
officers whose functions involve states 
and districts.

STATERUOD BILL USED 
AS BUFFER FOR TRUSTS 


Measure Will Be Kept Before the 
Senate in Order to Defeat Leg- 
islation Which the Great 
Combines Do Not 
Want Enacted.

Washington, January 22.—(Spectal.)— 
The probability of a vote upon the pend- 
{ng statehood bill is apparently as remote 
as it was the day the bill was first placed 
before the senate. 

There is much talk of a serious clash 
between the advocates of statehood and 
the senators who are specially interested 
in other matters which the senate should 
consider at this session, but a great deal 
of this talk is partly for effect. 

The statehood bill will, In furtherance 
of the wishes and Intentions of the re- 
publican leaders of the senate, remain 
the regular business before that body for 
gome time to come, and it will be kept 
there not so much because of any love for 
the bill itself, but because it is just at 
present a valuable buffer in the way of 
geveral measures which senate republi- 
cans intend to keep in the background. 

One of these !s the eight-hour bill. An- 
other is the immigration bill. A _ third, 
though it has not yet assumed shape, is 
the anti-trust bill, which the senate ex- 
pects some time during the present ses- 
sion to consider in some shape or other 
not yet determined upon. 

Senator Quay, who is the leader of 
those republicans who support the omni- 
bus statehood bill, will fight every effort 
to displace that measure. He talks of 
his great desire to have an early vote 
upon it. On the surface his assertions 
in this direction seem sincere. He may 
be honestly for the statehood Dill, but 
he is also honestly, and very positively, 
opposed to the eight-hour bill and the 
immigration bill. It happens that his ac- 
tivity for statehood serves him the double 
purpose of enabling him to put himself 
right on that question and also to keep 
these other objected-to measures in the 
background. 

Senate Leaders Have Their Plans. 

Members of the republican steering 
committee of the senate do not hesitate 
in private conversation to express their 
determination that there shall be no eight- 
hour bill and no immigration bill at this 
gession, and also that such anti-trust 
bill as is passed shall be as innocent and 
free from real substance as the latest 
breakfast food. 

When these gentlemen are told that 
President Roosevelt is insisting upon 
“substantial anti-trust legislation,’’ they 
go off to themselves and smile. As they 
understand their senatorial duties, their 
chief concern {s to see that no legislation 
shall be passed which can in any way 
injure the business interests of the coun- 
try. They know what these interests 
want. They are in daily communication 
with the men who represent the corpo- 
trations of the country and they are con- 
sidering what these gentlemen say with 
@ great deal more seriousness than they 
give to the talk of President Roosevelt at 


the white house. 
The eight-hour bill has been backed by 


most labor organizations. It is an exceed- 
ingly drastic measure, providing that no 
laboring man at work on any government 
contract shali be permitted to work over 
eight hours a day. Severe penalties are 
provided for any infractions of this law. 
There are to be no exceptions. It is as- 
serted in this bill to be a crime for a 
man to work overtime, entirely irrespec- 
tive of whether he is paid extra wages for 
that labor or not. It is claimed that the 
enactment of this law would be @ great 
blow to the ship yards which are building 
ships for the navy on contract and which, 
in order to meet the time requirements 
of the government’s contracts, must work 
some of its men for long hours. A great 
many other people would be affected by 
the provisions of this law. It is claimed 
by senators that they have a large num- 
ber of letters from the skilled workmen 
directly interested in which they protest 
strongly against the passage of the law, 
though they do not do this openly, on 
account of their desire to keep their real 
attitude secret from the labor unions 
which are pressing for the passage of the 
ill. 
The Immigration Bill. 

Great railroad and mining interests are 
opposed to the !mmigration bill, because 
they claim !t would cut very seriously into 
their supply. They assert they 
cannot use negro labor from the south 
because American white labor the 
northern and western states will not work 
with the negroes; and as there is great 
Scarcity American white labor, they 
have to rely largely upon that which 
comes in from other countries. The pres- 
€nt bill is calculated cut short this 
labor supply and railroad men and mine 
Owners particularly have urged repubii-

All of those repubiican senators who are 
recognized as leaders have agreed that no 
matter how strenuous white house sug- 
gestions for anti-trust legislation may 
be, the bill which passes congress must 
be a very mild and inoffensive measure— 
one which will meet the approval of the 
corporate and business interests of the 
country. 


Nodddy Seems Anxious for It. 


No republican senator hag manifested 
any disposition to force the anti-trust 
fight. Senator Hoar, it is true, introducea 
a bill, but he has decided to let it slum- 
ber. Senators are watching with some in- 
terest the work on the house committee 
to which is intrusted the preparation of 
an anti-trust bill, but they are not both- 
ering themselves at all about its pro- 
vistons because they know that when the 
time comes the senate will shape the law. 
Senator Platt, of Connecticut, hag been 
deputized by republican leaders of the 
senate to put thelr anti-trust ideas into 
shape. Senator Platt is one of the most 
conservative, as well as one of the most 
able members of the senate, and there 
can be ng doubt that such a bill as he 
may draft will in no way injure the cor- 
porations and trusts. 

The purpose, of course, 1s to bring tin a 
bill which will look fierce enough, but 
which will mean little. Senator Platt’s 
ability to shape this is universally recog- 
nized. It will be an anti-trust bill, but it 
will be without any sting. 

Instead, therefore, of there being any 
uneasiness among republicans over the 
fact that the statehood bill has the right 
of way as the unfinished business of that 
body, the senators are perfectly satisfied 
with the situation.. It plays into their 
hands to have something to divert the at- 
tention of the senate and the courtry oat 
this time. In a week or so the regulay 
appropriation bills will begin to come out 
of the senate committees and they will 
have the right of way. 

Want to Make Speeches. 

The Vest resolution upon free coal lies 
upon the .table so as to furnish the op- 
portunity for tariff speeches whenever 
there is nothing else to fill In the time.

Signal Overthrow on the Phil- 
ippine Coinage Bil, 


Administration Measure Is Rejected 
and the Substitute Offered by 
the Democratic Minority 
Is Passed—Provisions 
of the Substitute. 


Washington, January 2.—The house 
leaders went down to signal defeat today 
when the house, Dy a vote of 146 to 128, 
rejected the Philippine coinage bill report- 
ed by the insular affairs committee and 
adopted the substitute offered by the ml- 
nority under the leadership of Mr. Jones, 
of Virginia, for the introduction of Amer- 
ican currency and the American coinage 
system in the tslands. 

The insular cOmmittee includes 
membership the chairman of the most 
powerful committees of the house, Mr. 
Cannon, chairman of the appropriations; 
Mr. Hitt, chairman of foreign affairs; Mr. 
Payne, chairman of ways and means; Mr. 
Hepburn, chairman of interstate com- 
merce, and Mr. Tawney, chairman of the 
committee on expositions. They reported 
a bill to establish the gold standard in 
the islands and to authorize the colnage 
of silver pesos of 416 grains, to. be made 
legal tender at the rate of 2 pesos for 
one gold dollar. 

‘he majority members made a gallant 
fight for their bill,” but a considerable 
number of republicans, twenty-eight on 
the final vote, under une lead of Mr. Hill, 
of Connecticut; Mr. Fowler, of New Jer- 
sey, and Mr. McCall, of Massachusetts, 
joined with the democrats and carried 
through the substitute. 

The fact that Secretary Shaw and other 
high treasury officials were quoted on the 
floor as favorable to the substitute aided 
in the overthrow of the committee bill 
Their opinions were advanced as against 
those of Governor Taft and other mem- 
bers of the Philippine commission. 

The substitute, as passed, provides that 
the lawful money of the United States 
shall be legal tender in the Philippines 
and declares the coinage laws of the 
United States to be in full force there. 
It provides for the redemption of the 
Mexican and Spanish silver at their bul- 
lion value. After six months no coin 
except that of the United States shall 
be legal tender. The bill provides for re- 
coinage of Philippine silver. The Alaska 
delegate bill was then taken up and was 
supported by Mr, Cushman, republican, 
of Washington; Mr. Wooten, democrat, of 
Texas, and Mr. Sulzer, democrat, of New 
York, and opposed by Mr. Warner, repub- 
lican, of Illinofs. The house adjourned 
until tomorrow.

The January apportionment sheet of 
council’s finance committee, of which 
Alderman Woodward is chairman, was 
the subject of a conference between nine 
members of the general council yester- 
day afternoon. The conference, it is 
said, was not called for the specific pur- 
pose of breaking the apportionment 
sheet, but for the purpose of allowing 
members to familiarize themselves with 
the contents of the sheet, and because 
of a suggestion made by Councilman Am- 
orous and Alderman Girardeau during the 
last session of council to the effect that 
those who objected to the sheet meet 


and consider it. 

The meeting was not secret. It was 
held in the offices of Councilman James 
L. Key and Councilman James EK. War- 
ren in Temple Court building. Nothing 
was accomplished, that Is nothing €at 
was unanimous, and even after the meet- 
ing of yeste§day afternoon members who 
object to several provisions in the sheet 
are of the opinion that they will be un- 
able to do anything next Monday against 
the concerted action of those members 
of the general council who favor the 
adoption of the apportionment sheet as 
it is at present. 

Only one thin? was decided upon, and 
that was by a bare majority. It was 
that the $10,000 specially apportioned to 
the new water works reservoir be taken 
away from that department and applied 
to the department of schools for the 
purpose of erecting a school house in 
one of the several crowded school dis- 
tricts of Atlanta. 

This motion, which came from Alder- 
man Woodward, was adopted by a vote 
of 6 to 4

Notices of the meeting, which began 
at 3:30 o'clock in the afternoon, were 
sent out yesterday morning. 

The first item of the apportionment 
sheet that was placed under fire was 
the $10,000 for ¢he new water works res- 
ervoir. Some members of the conference 
inclined to the opinion that $600 an acre 
is too high a price to pay for the land, 
others maintained that it could not be 
used for any other purpose than a reser- 
voir and could therefore be p&archased at 
any time, while still others held that it 
is not necessary to purchase new ground 
for a reservoir, because there is_ suf- 
ficient ground between the present pump- 
ing station and the present reservoir for 
an entirely new reservoir. 

Three motions were made regarding this 
$10,000. Alderman Woodward moved to 
take the $10,000 from the water works 
and apply it to schools; Councilman 
Winn moved to take it from the water 
works and apply it to a new engine house, 
and Councilman Terrell moved to take 
the amount from the water works and 
apply it to the extension of trunk sew- 
ers. The motion of Alderman Woodward 
was first put and was adopted, which 
killed the two other motions without ac- 
tion. 

Councilman Terrell moved that the es- 
timated income of the city’ from the 
general tax fund be increased by $25,000. 
Alderman Woodward made the goint that 
the comptroller estimates the income of 
the city and that he cannot be forced 
to estimate more than in his judgment 
is correct. The motion of Councilman 
Terrell was lost. 

Opposed Free Paving. 

Councilman Key made an attack upon 
the chert fund, which is the free paving 
fund of the city.

LaHatte stated that in 
his opinion the city had made a mistake 
in increasing the salaries of department 
employees at this time. He believed it 
to have béen a serious mistage to in- 
crease salaries while the cify has not 
sufficiert money with which to operate 
the departments. He, therefore, moved 
that the ordinance igcreasing salaries be 
repealed except that portion which in- 
creases salaries in the polgfe depart- 
ment. After discussion his motion was 
lost. 

The gentlemen who attended the con- 
ference were starting after the $2,500 ap- 
portioned to the statistics committee and 
the $1,000 apportioned to pay the salary 
of a hbacteriologist when fhe hour for 
adjournment came, several of the mem- 
bers having engagements elsewhere.

MADE LIFE A BURDEN; 
HAPPINESS IMPOSSIBLE 


Injunction Denied in the Case 
Against the Bull Sluice Dam 
Companies—Suit Against 
Street Railway for 
$5,000. 


Contrary to the rule, the woman in 


the case is accused of acting the brutal 
part by attempting to cut her husband's 
throat and by abusing and cursing him, 
in a sensational divorce suit which was 
filed in the superior court yeterday. 

M. M. Toland, through his attorneys, 
Napier & Cox and James T. Wright, filed 
suit for a divorce from his wife, Mrs. Su- 
san I. Toland, and it is in this petition 
that the sensational charges are made. 

He alleges that she made life miserable 
for him by abusing and cursing him, and 
by kicking his clothing and clean linen 
about over the floor. At one time, the 
petition says, she drew a knife upon the 
plaintiff and threatened to cut his throat, 

He alleges further that she-was accus- 
tomed to follow him to his place of busi- 
ness, abusing and threatening him and 
that she made a point of ridiculing and 
abusing his son, his only child by a for- 
mer marriage. 

He further claims that at one time she 
had him arrested, and because her case 
would not hold good in the courts she be- 
came so violent and abusive that she her- 
self’ was arrested. When her arrest took 
place, he says, she became even more 
violent and abusive, and threatened to 
commit suicide by jumping from the win- 
dow of the court room, where she was 
detained, and fiercely resisted the efforts 
of two policemen to quiet her. In this 
way the petitioner says his wife made 
herself the object of public ridicule and 
disgust, thus heaping indignity upon her 
husband. 

Life Was a Burden. 

He says that life was made such 4n 
unbearable burden and living with the de- 
fenddnt, his wife, such an impossibility, 
that he was compelled to hide himself 
away from her. 

The petition closes as follows: ‘‘And he 
further avers that she employed every 
means her cruel motives could devise and 
her unwifely and unwomanly nature could 
assist her in carrying out, for the pur- 
pose of worrying, tantalizing, distressing 
and embarrassing him.” 

Some months ago Mrs. Toland had sued 
her husband for alimony, but lost the 
case in the superior court.
